‘Reuter’e correspondent this after- 
noon visited the Yect Scong Tobacco 
factory ut Chiaokow, five miles from 
the city near the Han River. The 
{factory was untouched, “while the 
nearby waterworks appeated to be 
undamaged, but.” the broadcasting 
station was completely demolished.

All Britons Must 
Register Soon — 


A REGISTER of all 
British subjects, excepting. 
Chinese and members of the 
three services, is to be made 
in Hongkong. 

It will be similar 
National Register now 
being carried_ out in the 
United Kingdom, under 
which the qualifications and 
experience of all British 
subjects will be immediately 
known in the case of any 
emergency. . 
In Hongkong the new law will 
apply to male ‘British subjects 2f 
or over the age of 18 years and 
who has not attained the age of 
65 years..

‘At Heart I’m Still] 

Bridget Dowling’ 


LUMP, Irish-born Mrs. Bridget Hitler, 
sister-in-law of Adolf Hitler, the Ger- 
man Fuchrer, said recently in her sroall, 
semi-detached house in Hornsey, North 
London, that ‘she is trying hard to. become 
a British subject again. : : 
. She became an -Austrian subject twenty- 
eight years ago when, as Bridget Elizabeth Dow- 
ling, she married Hitler’s half brother, Alois 
Hitler, then a waiter in Dublin. 

They separated in 1914. The child of their 
marriage, Willie Hitler, now twenty-seven years 
of age, did not meet his father again until he was 
in his teens. Mrs. Hitler has not seen Alois 
Hitler for many years. 

But, last year, Adolf Hitler, surrounded by 
his bodyguard of S.8. men, received his Irish 
alster-in-law and nephew at Munich. To both of

“The crisis was an especially 
worrying tUme for me because my 
son was over in Germany ond Is stil 
there. Willie ts working fs -an 
Enjllish correspondent in a brewery 
{n Berlin. 

“But Willie doesn't sce much of his 
Cather these days, My. husband has 
n restaurant in Berlin, When Willic 
calls In there he always pays for 
whatever he has, That's the Irlsh 
in him. 

“Nowadays it’s a bit embarrassing 
to be Mrs, Hitler. But ‘the people 
who Imnow me don't mind, and the 
others don't matter. At heart I'm 
still Dridget Dowling, but. oh, {t's my 
British natlonality . again that I'm 
wanting."

Questioned by Mr. Remedios, wit- 
ness said the whole party had re- 
turned to Swatow about a week after 
arriving in Hongkong, but had re- 
tured to Hongkong after staying 
only three days in Swatow. 


After many questions had been 
put by Mr. Remedios, witness agreed 
that the reason why she hod returned 
to Swatow was because she was 
told by Chau' that prostitution was 
“ not allowed !n the Colony. :

revoke any Hcence at any time, 
without compensation to the 
holder, in the event of the 
holder acting in any way con- 
trary to the provisions of these 
regulations.”

The annual gener mecting of the 
St. Andrew's Branch of the Victoria 
Djocesin and Missionary Association 
waa held In St 
-linlt on Tuesday. 


The chalr was taken by the Rev. 
H, D. Rocentholl, and there were 
present about twenty members, in- 
cluding the Jolnt honorary sceretaries, 
Mrs, E. C. Thomas and Mr, R. Bald- 
win, 


After the mecting had been opened 
with prayer, and the minutes of the 
last annunl general meeting confirm- 
ed, the Chalrman said: "Before I 
proceed to the business of thin mect~ 
ing, there are two, or I might say, 
two ond ao half things that I have 
to say. ‘The first Js this: you will 
shortly see that the V.D.M.A. here 
has quite a respectable membership. 

_ T refer to its numbers as well as to 
is Individuals. Jt would be wrong 
for us to regard that with any pride. 
‘The V.D.M.A. represents to a durye 
extent our concern for missionary 
worle in this dlocese, most of ull 
in places less well-to-do than this ts, 
The monvy procured = through the 
V.D.M.A. and the prayers of its 
members, and thelr syrypathy, avait 
for the help of the Church — in its 
rloneer tasks, Now that is not the 
cencern of only a part of the members 
of St, Andrew's, ‘he V.D.M.LA. ts not, 
any more than any missionary work 
shoultt be, ao Kind of hobby. 


“We are not members as we might 
be members of o bridge club, be- 
enuse we have «a common — hobby. 
Every member of the Church ought 
to be n member of the V.D.M.A, 
automatically, and until that Is so, 
this group wilt have even more worls 
ahend of it than It hos behind it, We 
must stop thinking of misslonary 
work an a cort of “optional subject" 


‘s Church: 


in tho curriculum of Church life. 
Tho Church that hos not a very 
vigorous outlook, is) a decadent 
Church, and the measure of a 
Church's Life Is, in one direction, the 
enthuslasm of ita people for mission- 
ary activity. 


Net A Vencer 


“The second thing js this: misslon- 
ary work follows on two things: 
deep understanding of the value of 
Christionlty, and understanding of 
the needs and thinking of heathen 
peoples. Christinnity Js not a plant 
that can be planted without care in 
any soll, Or rather, It ts not like a 
coat of paint that can be applied to 
any kind of surface. Those who 
would carry tho fulth of Jesus Christ 
throughout the world must tnd out 
many things about the people to 
whom they Intend to go, and above 
all, they “must bo clear in their 
understanding of their own faith, and 
it must have sure root in thelr own 
living. 


“For us, that means that we ought 
to be studying the religions of the 
people of this diocese, at the same 
tlie an we study more deeply our 
own, And Lo might suggest that It 
is in Une with our work for this 
diocese that we should have “study 
yroups” to learn more about our own 
faith, snd more about the work that 
Is being, done by our missionaries and 
local ministers, and the people for 
whon they worl. 


“The halt thing Is this, and it is 
not asmall half. We owe our thanks 
to-night to the people who have held 
the offices In our branch of the 
Association for the past year, It 
would be unfitting If we Ict them fo 
without thanking them for the zeal 
which they have shown, and for their 
leadership. I do not, when T suggest 
that our membership {a less than it 
should be, mean at all to disparage 
the work of the past year: on the 

rary, dt is deserving of high 

.” This parish ts, comparatively, 
strom in om nory interest. But 
for the future we cannot compare 
ourselves with anything less than the 
highest. When we have done all, we 
are taught to say thot we are un- 
profitable servants, for we have only 


done what waa our duty to do.”

China’s not unexpected ‘deci- 
sion to carry on the “China 
Incident’—Tokyo still clings to 
the somewhat childish but con- 
venient delusion that without 
formal declaration there can be 
no war—will have serious res 
percussions in Japan. For 
months the populace have been 
fed on propaganda, which has 
assured them that the only task 
remaining after the fall of Han- 
kow would be to pick the fruits 
of victory. China would cer- 
tninly collapse; there would be 
revolt against ils leaders; resist- 
ance would end throughout the 
country. Unhappily for super- 
optimists, Chiang Kai-shek and 
his people unperturbedly con- 
tinue their even tenor and, as 
the first flush of delirious 
enthusiasm subsides, the Japan- 
ese people must uneasily recall 
that the same promises were 
made after the retreat from 
Shanghai and the fall of Nan-. 
king, both of which occurred last 
year. In nine months, the road 
from Nanking to Hankow has 
been traversed at an average 
snail’s pace of a mile and a half 
a day. Every mile is enriched 
with the blood of countless un- 
fortunate Japanese soldiers who 
have given their lives for their 
leaders; every: cobble has cost 
Japan their weight in gold 
from the country’s dwindling 
and insufficient reserves. Bo- 
fore the invaders lies an even 
more torturous road inte the 
wildernesses of Hunan, Szechuen 
and Yunnan, a path which, lack- 
ing waterways and railways to 
provide lines of communication, 
must be conquered at a speed 
exasperatingly slower and more 
costly. 

Chiang Kai-shek, in voluntari- 
ly relinquishing Canton and 
Hankow, has played his cards 
well, The cup of victory | is 
raised to the Jips of many 
Japanese military leaders toast- 
ing themselves and their armies, 
and the nectar is sweet to them.

T must be admitted that these 

are dark days for democracy. 
Most formidably has it been 
challenged—not by the old des- 
potism, but by a new one which 
clnims to be not a rejection but 
a truer expression of the demo- 
cratic principle, and a more efti- 
cient instrument for ensuring 
that the will of the people shall 
prevail. . 

That is the Totalitarinn State, 
and democracy has been discon- 
certed by its challenge. Its pres- 
tige is in peril; its ascendancy is 
shaken; its self-confidence is 
dashed, when it had felt its pro- 
mise most assured. It is as 
though it had been suddenly call- 
ed upon to prove again a title 
which had become to be accepted 
as beyond question; and it feels 
a little “like an unprotected 
Piece in a game of draughts.” - 

An old fable tellg how, in the 
assembly of the beasts, the 
hares once claimed equality with 
the lions, und how they were 
met with the question, “Where 
are your claws?” That is the 
question with which democracy 
is face to face-toalay, for it is 
nol enough to intend justice; it 
is necessary to’ he able to main- 
tain it. Asa Philosopher of the 
antique world observed, “It is 
not the possessions, but the de- 
sires of men that need to 
equalised.” : 
Sacrifice Which

its defect is'to obscure the 
fundamental condition on which 
alone the good life can be built, 
and that condition is security. 


It is only human. that those 
who are most determined to en- 
joy and retain ‘all the benefits of 
freedom should be inclined to 
grudge the sacrifices which free- 
dom exacts, and to forget that 
freedom is itself not free, but 
something to be paid for at a 
price; that it is.not a natural 
fruit’of the carth, but ‘a culti- 
vated plant only to be preserved 
from the breaking in of the 
jungle by unremitting effort and 
vigilance. As Wordsworth re- 
minded his fellow-countrymen, 
100 yeurs ago—;--”

Strength Must 6 
Be Disciplined 

Yor the sake of liberty frec- 
men must be willing to surrend- 
er a part of it—to pay, as it 
were, a just premium for the 
essential: insurance of what they 
hold most dear. That is where 
Totalitarianism has the advan- 
tage of democracy. It insists on 
duties, where democracy insists 
on rights. 


It is true that freedom is the 
soil in which the high spirit of 
people can best be nurtured— 
that spirit which will spring to 
confront any threat to itself from 
within and without. That is not 
in doubt. But it is not enough 
for courage and sacrifice to be 
at call, however certainly, in an 
emergency. To assert them- 
selves effectively they must sub- 
mit to training and organisation. 
Strength must be. disciplined if 
it is to hold its own against the 


stern discipline of despotism,. 


which is indeed akin to “the dis- 
cipline of slavery.” 


Nor is it enough to be well 
armed. The best equipment in 
the world is unavailing, if those 
who are to employ it are unskill- 
ed and unregimented. They will 


-but draw a sword that cannot 


save. 


That should be obvious enough 
after the experience of Spain 
and China. It may be true, 93 
Aristotle predicates in his Poli- 
ties, that “ the legislator should 
direct all his military and other 
measures to the provision of Ici- 


‘sure and the establishment of 


peace.” It may also be true, as 
he insists, that “most military 
States are safe only while they 
nre at war, and fall when they 
have acquired their Empire.” 
Centuries elapsed, it may be re- 
marked in passing, before the 
Roman Empire fell.

Reliance on the 
voluntary principle means in 
practice leaving to a public- 
spirited minority the duty which 
belongs equally to all. But 
whether it is right to do so, ‘s 
not the only question 
majority. Is it safe for them, 
not less than for others, be- 
cause in the event of war they 
also will incscapably find them- 
selves in the firing linc? 


Defending Our 
Standard Of Life 


What if the minority is not 
lurge enough for the necessity? 
What if the appeal for recruits, 
say, to A.R.P., or to other essen- 
tial branches of the national de- 
fence forces, meets with no aufli- 
cient response? While in these 
days the demand for voluntary 
service has become more urgent 
and extensive than ever, has the 
response to the demand grown 
commensurately? Is there any 
evidence of it? 


It has been remarked that the 
whole principle of democracy is 
dependent on the will to work it. 
“The government of the people 
by the people, for the people” is 
practicable only- as long as the 
people are interested enough to 
exercise their privilege of choice. 
It is stultified if the free and in- 
dependent electors will not trou- 
ble to vote; and it is equally 
stultified if they regard the do- 
fence of their liberties, which is 
properly everybody’s business, 
as if it were nobody’s business, 
excepting those who choose or 
are paid to perform it. 


“Men are easily spoilt,” says 
Aristotle. “Not everyone can 
bear prosperity,” and he adde 
sagaciously, “many practices 
which appear to be democratic 
are the ruin of democracies.” It 
is a serious question whether one 
of those very practices is not 
the insistence upon the rights cf

down that there are two things 
in which all well-being consists. 
“Onc of them is the choice of a 
right aim and end of action; and - 
the other is the discovery of ac- 
tions which are means towards 
the end; for the means and the 
end may agree or alsagree.” 


If the aim and the end to be 
achieved be the good life,. then 
the freedom to puraue that aim 
and end must be an essential part 
‘of the means. ‘Therefore; the 
freedom must be secure - from. 
challenge. But how can it be 
secure if its enjoyment is allow- 
cd to become an enfeebling in- 
fluence—to be incompatible with 
“the discipline of virtue?” 


The rise of the Totalitarian 
State is a formidable portent for 
all who hold to the democratic 
ideal. Its ruthless and:scicntific 
subordination of every individual 
liberty. and. energy to the com- 
mon end increases 
the efficiency of the national en- 
gine. Contrasted with volun- 
tary service, it is ag ‘the profes- 
sional is to the amateur—as the 
up-to-date machine ix to the 
domestic makeshift. 


Still Enviable— 
And Vulnerable 


That is why George Meredith 
many years ago wrote, “Your 
stiff-necked people must bow 
their necks to this yoke’—-mean- 
ing the yoke of military service. 
What the rejection of the yoke 
cost us in the Great War, we can- 
not surely have forgotten. . By 
the grace of God, and the aid of 
our Allies, we were granted time 
to repair that neglect. But shalt 
we be granted time again? 


Fortunately the schoolmaster 
—in the shape of the. avowed 
enemies and despisers of demo- 
cracy—is abroad. His writing 
on the wall is plain enough for 
all to read. The social services, 
the standard of living, the free- 
dom to shape our own destiny, to 
say nothing of our capacity to 
keep our place in the world, and 
exert our influence as a liberal- 
ae Power—all theso are at 
stake. : ; ; 


Everything for which tho Bri- 
tish name and the British jdcat 
stand is involved.

“The reported damare appeared to 
have been caused by fragments of the 
bombs which the Japanese raiders 
directed at the Chinese junks. 

‘In necordance with the come 
munications made by the authorities

Thirty-four-ycar-old Alfred Perry, Open Champion in 1935, 
acored the most brilliant triumph of his career when he won the 
first prizo of £200 in the Dunlop-Mctropolitan Tournament at Went- 


worth yesterday. o 


For the 72 holes, played on the 
“tirer” West course, which measures 
more than 6,700 yards and has a 
scratch score of 77, Perry returned 
four scores In the sixties, 69, 68, 67,

ralment, ete. and be is likowlse 
obliged to ‘rely upon them for help 
In case of trouble and distress. In 
short, the Chinese notlon Is that “the 
gods exist for man and inan exists 
for the gods." This partnership, If 
such it may be called, Is of such a 
nature that the gods jund spirits 
may at any time be Invoked to grant 
aid or to ‘bestow blessings. ‘The 
means employed for the securing of 
this divine assistance {s not only 
through the utterance of prayers 
and ‘the offering of 8 but 
also through the om 

magical charm! In short, the pre- 
rogatives of the gods.may be usurped 
-by man by simply writing down 
thelr names upon a sheet of paper 
und -adding at the same time that 
which it is desired for them to ac- 
complish; ‘for the Chinese notion 
may be paraphrased something ke 
that of the possessor of Aladdin’: 
lemp—"muan disposes and, the gods 
obey.” Unfortunately, however, the 
ordering of charms is not os casy 
as It appears, as in order to make 
them truly effective, they must, like 
legal documents be drawn up in cer- 
tain clearly specified manner. 


PRIESTS’ MONOPOLY 


Consequently, there 
in China, a whole 
charlatans who profess 
able to fulfil alt the celestial 
requirements, und they — therefore 
virtually enjoy a monopoly on the 
drawing up of magical charms, Na- 
turally, too, these individuals who 
consist: largely of  Tnolst and 
Buddhist priests, refer to invest 
thelr knowledge with a cat of halo, 
and thus like Paracelsus in his ex- 
positions of the art of healing, they 
resort to all sorts of hocus-pocus fn 
order to impress the — credulous 
minsses’ of the people. Thels 
favourite stunt, If so it may be 
called, is the blowing uyon the pen, 
in order as they say that “the breath 
of Buddhn may be Institled In the 
writing.” Sometimes, tuo, they go 
through ao series of ritualintle In= 
cantations, which like the gibberish 
of the expert: at legerdemaln suc- 
ceeds in diverting the attention of 
his audience, and Smpresses them 
with: the -seeming magnitude-of hiz 
cabalistle art.. ee 

Chinese charms ure generally, al- 
though not always, prepared upon 
nm sheet of yellow paper; for in 
olden times all imperial orders were 
thus fssued. Invariably, the Ink em-

ployed {is red in colour, and signifies 
the cinnabar or vermilion which in 
the days of the empire was requisite 
for the slgning of all official docu- 
ments, The cilicacy of a charm like 
that of any government order dee. 
pends upon the power of those who 
issue it, and therefore, ol] Chinese 
charms are purported also under the 
names of not only the various gods 
but also under the quthority of fam- 
ous sorcerers, deified heroes and 
other worthies of the Chinese pan- 
theon. It §« Interesting to. note that 
the most cMcacious of all these talls- 
manic mandates are those bearing 
elther the name or seal of Cheung 
To-ling, u worthy who ilved in the 
first century of the Christlan era. 
He was regorded as -the chief 
Exoreiser of the Empire, and was 
Cheung T'inesz, “Cheung, the 
Heavenly Master." He was reputed to 
be the originator or discoverer of the 
rent majority of the charms now in 
use, und fs therefore, regarded by 
his followers In the occult art, in 
much the same Hight as Western 
magicians look upon Sinion Magnus. 


TYPES OF CHARMS 


It is interesting to note that there 
ure twenty-four lypes of churms In 
common use among tue Chinese 
people, and these are designed to 
accomplish a number of different 
purposes, x few of “which may be 
enumerated here, thus: Expelling, or 
driving off demons; removing dils- 
enses; guarding or protecting the 
home, hastening delivery in child- 
birth; obtaining the rebirth of wan- 
dering splrits, ete. 

Most Chinese charms begin with 
special stereotyped formulas, os for 
instance, the word ch’lk-ling, mean- 
ing “to command,” while others bear 
the words chan, “to hold in subjec- 
tlon,” fuk, “to subdue, or repress,” 
etc. In addition, many which are 
supposed to possess especial spiritual 
power, have titles with characters 
which attest their origin, some 
from the Ng-shing, 
“Five Sages,” and others from such 
unlikely sources, as the Ny-tau or 
the "Five Sturs Jn the Constellation 
of the Great Bear." $ 

A common form of _ typical 
Chinese charms {s a_ sort .of 
composite talisman designed to act ay 
a@ panacea against disease. While it 
ts composed jn the mystical and 
fanciful style of the Tao‘st udcpt, its 
#eneral purport may be interpreted 
thus: “An order to hold in sub- 
jection. May the ruler of the Seven 
Stars In the Constellation of the 
Great Bear pursue the demon which 
fs tormenting the body of this: In- 
dividual.” Another form is employ- 
ed as a means of arresting trouble- 
some ghosts. It is Issued under the 
authority of the Ng-tau, or the “Five 
Stars of the Great Bear.” 

In conclusion, one may say with 
the firmest conviction that although 
the Chinese system of relying upon 
charms for the securing of favours 
from the gods may be condemned by 
some as entirely selfish and pur- 
poscless, it at least, -furnishes the 
millions of the common people with 
au omeans of Unking. the — spiritual 
world to the everyday needs of hu- 
manity, and “when « nation thus 
thinks, lt is not very far removed 
from the: kingdom of Heaven.”
